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CORRUPTION IN POLITIGS

Rev. John Van Schaick Points Out
the Daty of Christians.

Advocates Whipcords for the Dicia-
tors Whao Wonld Deflle Voters—The
Churchman %Should Get Into the
NMush of the Present Campalgn and
Exert Himaell for Detter Methods.

The duty of Christian people to take
an active part in suppressing political
campalgn corrupticn was strongly urged
In the sermon delivered yesterday morn-
ing at the Universallst Church of Our
Father, by the pastor, John Van Schalek,
jr. For the subject of hils sermon the
preacher chose “'The money changers in

our temple of governmment,” {llustrating
it from the text: St. Matthew xxi;12:
“And Jesus went into the temple of God,
and cast out all them that bought and
sold in the temple, and overthrew the
money changers.”™ He said in part:

“From some sources has come werious
eriticlsm of my cholce of a tople for this
morning. It has been asserted that tho
service hour should be devoted to a holy
calm, to religlous meditation, to & culti-
vatlon of the things of the spirit. There
could be no better statement of my own
views with this qualificeation: that it must
not be a holy calm which ignores things
&% they are; that it must nol be a mystie
meditation which will unfit for action;
thet it must be a cultivation of the things
of the =pirit which will send the man out
into the world to fight the battles of the
world, For me there is no problem to
be solved, no question to be answercd for
man's good which Is not sacred; no war-
fare to be waged against evil which is
not holy. To me the Government of Lhe
United States is a religious Ltopie becausa
through [t churth people can work to
accomplish that for which they are in-
stituted. 1 comfort myself in the face of
eriticlsm with the thought that however
unpleasant or disagreeable the theme, It's
the one Jesus took when he attacked the
scribes and the Pharisees; it is one which
isaiah or Paul would take If they were
living In the world today. However halt-
ingly. stumblingly, or lmperfectly I shall
follow In thelr fooisteps, at least 1 shall
try to follow.

Object of the Money Chnngers.

“The people of the United States have
faith In their Government. They believe
that under God it has been erected for a
noble purpese. They remember the spirit
of sacrifice In which the foundation stones
were lald. The blood giadly poured out
in the rearing of iis massive columns, the
splendld bzaln apd brawn, which have
gone Into It during a perlod of 120 years
1o make it whnt it Is today. With all
thelr souls they believe this Inbor not lo
ave been In valn; that God has been
working through the American Govern-
ment for a purpose, and that he will work
through it until that purpese is fully
realized. They belleve that the Iatest
and the best word on the subject of gov-
ernment Is the word ‘democracy,’ and
they know from a study of history that
the success of & democracy depends upon

A NEW PASTOR INSTALLED.

Rev. F. W. Moot Preaches at St
Faul’'s English Luitheran Church.

Yesterday marked the beginning of a
new era in the history of St. Paul's Eng-
lish Lutheran Church, corner of Eleventh
and H Streets northwest.

Rey. Mr. Mott took “The Supreme
Duty of Christian Ministry™ as outlined

“Christ “sent me not to baptize but to
preach the gospel, oot In wisdom of words
lest the Cross of Christ should be made
vold." In the course of his sermon Rev.
Mr. Mott said:

“The Christlan ministry 18 the most
divine vocation In which man can engage.
In no other calling in life are the privie
leges so great and important or the re-
sponsibilities so immeasurable and eler-
nnl. To him who Is called of God to min-
ister at his altar are entrusted In a mens-
ure the dearest and most valuable In-
terests of the human race. Not only la
he to be a friend in our homes, n coun-~
gelor In time of perplexity, a comforter
in affiletion, a watchman over the purity
and morality of society, but it is he who,
through the economy of God's grace,
stands between God's salvation and hell's
eternal punishment; he is set apirt to
teach that religion which Is deslgned to
reform and exnit man in this life and to
gulde him to a future 1ife of endless hap-
piness,

“That the ministry and the church might
be consclous of the power and responsi-
bilities of this divine calllng, God has
emphasized {ts importance through his
fuspired writers, Paul taught Timothy to
‘preach the words' He himself, the
greatest preacher of the nges, declared as
his supreme purpose the preaching of the
gospel of Christ. In the text he points
out the supreme duty of the Christlan
ministry, namely, to preach the gospel
